tendent lloll'nmn said : 
" I do not anticipate (h.it the direc- 


tors of the districts whl -li have had 
their appropriations held up by the 
State Department will lime any difll- 
culty getting the mone.i. 
Naturally 


the directors are \ery n uch worried 
and are writing to me about it. 
1 am 


in communication with the Depart- 
ment which, I think, realize.-, Unit the 
directors are trying to do the bent they 
can, 
and understand that there aic 


easesof delinquents which it is almost 
Impossible to adjust as the directors 
would wish to adjust." 


Former 
County 
Superintendent 
Shelley gave a different view of the 
situation lu an Interview in which he 
said : 


"It may be easy to adjust '.he 


difficulty with the dcparlment or not, 
the fact remains thai all of the cases 
reported were flagrant violations of the 
act and if these districts tire not penal- 
ized the Compulsory Indication Law- 
is another of Pennsylvania's Notorious 
Blue Laws. 


"The report of conditions in these 


dlstricls was made afli r letters of 
warning had been sent to the secretar- 
ies of the boards in 1907 to Ihc effect 
that if in 1908 the superintendent 
would find the same condillon of neg- 
ligence he could not approve their re- 
ports. 


"In February of 1908 I stated clearly 


and emphatically before the Superin- 
tendents' Convention at Ilarrisburg, 
In Dr. tjchaefler's presince, that 1 
would report to him such districts as 
did not comply with the act. That is 
what a superintendent is for. if he 
does not report the condition of the 
schools each year as he finds them he 
is neglecting a duty imjx -,ed by law. 


"In March of 1WI8 I sent out a cir- 


cular letter asking information as to 
the operation of the law in the various, 
districts. Answers to tills letter are 
documentary evidence, in my posses- 
sion, of the most flagrant neglipence 
on the part of the sch(v>l boards or 
officers appointed by theat. 


"All this was done before the elec- 


tion for superintendent, and, in my 
estimation, was of great consequence 
in determining the choice on that day. 


"Whether re-elected or not 1 should 


have pursued the course thus laid out 
and in June when I mane my report 
to the State department sent In this 
supplementary report as to the non- 
enforcement of the law in certain dis- 
tricts, whilel wasslillsuiicrintendent, 
and not subsequently, a^ the state- 
ment in one paper a\ers. 
"This removes all suspicion of re- 


venge or like passions, J n l l l not say 
that 1 did not do it more willingly 
since I was defeated but J would ha\e 
pursued the same course In all events. 


"Then, as to the pcnnlly for this 


violation, 
the staiemenis are 
very 


misleading. 
The fact stales that for 


the non-enforcement of tills act the 
districts shall forfeit 
one-fourth of 


their annual appropriation, not all. 
This penalty is not excrssive and 1 
still hold that if the law Is to amount 
to anything the penalty i.iust be im- 
posed when there is open \iolatlon. 
Jt was out of a sense of justice to those 
districts which did their duty that I 
rejiorted those which did not, Jt re- 
mains to be seen whether the Stale de- 
partment will execute the penalty and 
make the law effective."

Doylestown schools will reopen next

of-town pay pupils as theie have been 
a great many applications within the 
last few days. To avoid confusion and 
expedite the opening of the schools 
Principal Hoss will meet all new pu- 
pils at the school house before next 
\\eek. New pupils will have to pre- 
sent vaccination certificales. 


During the past few weeks great 


Improvements have been made in the 
building, which has been given a 
thorough overhauling, cleaning, etc. 
Furniture has been re varnished and 
about ninety very handosme desks 
have been put In place In the Gram- 
mar rooms. 


BROUGHT TO TIME. 


Fearing the legal action which re- 


sidents of the town have been quietly 
preparing 
for, the ofllrials of the 


Doylestown and Buckingham Turn- 
pkle Company have promised to go to 
work and fix Cast Stale street which 
is part of the pike, but there are a 
number of men interested who take 
mighty little stock in these promises, 
because they believe they amount to 
about as much as the ones given last 
year when the question of the almost- 
neglected piece of road was agitated. 
But things have come to a head, and 
if the turnpike company fails to make 
Its promises good It is likely that a 
petition will be filed asking that the 
charter be forfeited because its provi- 
sions have not been complied with.

The thin 
ho'toiii layer oT cuinpnrathcly small 
stone, often laid on soft dirt recently 
graded, w i l l not support an average 
Hliecl load in the spring of tlie year, 
and ruts and depressions result. 


"The functions01 the Ilighuay De- 


imrt-iu'nt were desi Kneel to be educa- 
tional and helpful, not secretive or 
dlcntorial. It was tho intent of this 
law lhat the department should Issue 
frequent bulletins to the township 
supervisors, giving expert Information 
upon the value of illirererit materials

Tlie Htutc granges niul dairy interest' 


are engaged In notlvc comlcmna'ion of 
thcTuitin I'ure Foot! Law whicli wa: 
passed nt the last session of the Legls- 
Ittture, claiming that, ns construed by 
the courts, the law is inefllcknt nml 
furnishes but little iitotection to the 
dairy interests or to tlie consuming 
public. 


In n communication sent to this 


olllce the (image (.'ommittee claim 
that after careful consideration it seems 
nth Isable that a Dairy C'ommi-vsioner 
lie appointed who shall have charge 
or the dairy interests, and wlm shall 
enforce only special dairy legislation. 
Hy this means It is hoped to avoid the 
complications of a general food law 
embracing both dairy and trade eccu- 
pations.

less as ennetments for the protection 
of the dairy Interests.

his son, George, under his own vu'tch- 
ful eye. No college \\as allowed to 
initiate t'corge into the dis ipatUms of 
the ilcli.

New York ('lly taught him the mys- 
teries of finance, the best brokers in- 
structed him 
in the ways of the 


market. 
George married the girl of 


his choice, Kdith Kingtlon, whose 
necessities sent her un the stage, but 
who preserved there her maidenly 
purity and her good name, and when 
she was married she took her place 
easily in the best society that New 
York affords. 
She 1ms, too, been a 


faithful \\lfe, and a model mother. 

Jay died lie left George fise 
millions of dollars as extra compensa- 
tion for (coking after the fortunes of 
the family. Then everything seemed 
to llourish. Ills sister, Helen, con- 
fericd honor on the name by her muni- 
ticeiu ami well-timed charities. Anna 
married little do Oiislelhmc, but he 
promhed to \\iii reputation as a mem- 
ber of the J*'ranch assembly. 
Frank 


married a beautiful and \\eulthygirl, 
and llo\\ard followed George's ex- 
ample and took an actress for hi.s 
spouse. Then Nemesis let fall a suc- 
cession of "bolts from the blue. M 
Anna made a fool of herself by getting 
a divorce from her little count, and 
"jumping out of the frying pan into 
the lire" by marrying the count's 
worthless cousin, Prince Hclie de Sag- 
an, a broken doun roue of fifty years. 
Howard is in a scandal, trying to get 
a divorce from his actress, Katherine

Fake Honey by Real Bees. 


One who is well versed in every 


thing pertaining to bees and their pro- 
ducts lakes exception lo an 
ilen 


which appeared in the Enterprise two 
weeks ago in effect that honey is 
sometimes drained out of the comb bj 
cheats and glucose poured in its place 
and then marketed as the real product. 
He says that the Idea of such an opera- 
tion is preposterous, that go one would 
attempt it, and that the only effect of 
the publication of such an item is to 
cast discredit on those in the business 
of producing honey who are an honest 
class of people and would not resort to 
any trick to deceive the public.— New- 
town Knlcrprise. 


Notwithsanding the contradictory 


statement made by the person who 
discredits the KntcrpriseV charge that 
;lucose is substituted 
for 
genuine 


honey, it is, nevertheless; the fact that 
a great many bee-keepers, In this vi- 
cinity, too, do substitute glucose for 
genuine honey, but the method is not 
as described by the Enterprise. 
The 


fake process is one that gives every ap- 
learance of genuineness, and the bees 
>re compelled to do the actual faking 
The method of working the trick is 
,his : The feeder which is placed over 
he hives is filled with glucose and 
>ees instead of scouring the country in 
search of blooms and blossoms from 
vhlch to extract the sweet juice, 
imply climbs up into the "feeder" 
gets a load of glucose and takes It back 
and places it in the cells of the comb. 
This process is familiar to every large 
ommerclal bee keeper.
